DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-13 and 19, drawn to a combination process of preparing a cargo 
from transport classified in class 414 subclass 809. 

Group II, claim(s) 14, drawn to a subcombination turbine blade classified in class 416 
subclass 223R. 

Group III, claim(s) 15-18, drawn to a transport and storage apparatus classified in class 
410 subclass 44. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: groups I and II are 
related as combination and subcombination usable for its practice wherein the 
combination does not require the particulars of the subcombination because at least 
inner ballast tanks per se are not required. Moreover, the subcombination has separate 
utility such as use in a system wherein the blade is utilized in an actively operating wind 
turbine assembly (e.g. the ballast tanks are not filled and the blade is utilized in its final 
operative state). 

3. Groups I and III are related as combination and subcombination usable for its 
practice wherein the combination does not require the particulars of the subcombination 
because at prestressing means specifically for loading a blade at a distance from the 
blade root per se is not required. Moreover, the subcombination has separate utility 
such as use in a system wherein the system is employed to secure elongated resilient 
pipes. 

4. Groups III and II are related as subcombinations usable together wherein the 
subcombination of group III could be used to transport resilient pipes and/or the 
subcombination of claim II could be used in an actively operating wind turbine assembly 
(e.g. the ballast tanks are not filled and the blade is utilized in its final operative state). 
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5. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .
